C ould such a restriction 
be enforced, we grant that nobody would

to the

of a rm in g ; for, 
scarcely u British cruizer is to be met, 
agumsi which a m erchantm an could ef 
feciually defend h e rs e lf; there being no 
British 
privateers.— Should C ongress 
act so unwisely, as to limit defence to 
one pow er only, it would be war, but 
noi war b egu n in that declared and m a g ­ 
nanimous form, which the spirit of o ur 
dem ocratic jircservers prom ises— Still, 
it is not to be expected, that an A m eri­ 
can, having {irovided him self with the 
m eans o f »^lefcnce, would tamely receive 
insult or injury, from equal or inferior 
force ; m erely because the aggressor 
was a F ren ch freebooter, or a piratical 
Dane.
